fancy word, "horripilation." 


There are very tiny muscles

in the skin, clustered around the 
follicles from which hairs grow. 


When these muscles contract, 


they squeeze the tissues into the 
IMtJnjmps we call gcoseflesh. 
Cold, fright, or other factors 
can cause this. It is automatic 
and you have no control over it.

It is this phenomenon that 


gives rise to such expressions 
as "my hair stood on end," or

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Toll of Aircraft 


Reaches New 
Heights in War 


48 Lost in Week; 
U. S. Can't Offer 
Reason for Rise 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command announced today that 
48 American helicopters and 
planes were lost in Vietnam 
during the past week. It was one 
of the highest aircraft tolls in 
the eight years and five months 
that the United States has been 
fighting in the Southeast Asian 
war. 


The losses raised to 5,346 the 


number of American aircraft 
shot down, destroyed on the 
ground by enemy rocket, mor- 
tar and ground attacks, or lost 
due to operational failures dur 
ing the war. 


In the year since the peace 


talks began in Paris on May 13, 
1968, the United States has lost 
1,557 aircraft, or roughly one- 
third of the number lost in the 
previous seven years. 


The 5,346 aircraft lost are esti- 


mated to have cost between $5 
billion and $6 billion. The losses 
rose sharply during the past 
year despite a partial halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam in 
April 1968, and a complete ces- 
sation last Nov. 1. 


Of the total losses, 2,698 were 


fixed-wing planes 
and 
2,648 


were helicopters. 


Of the 48 aircraft lost in the 


past week, 22 helicopters were 
shot down, 18 helicopters were 
lost to other causes, two fixed- 
wing planes were shot down and 
six fixed-wing aircraft were lost 
to other causes. 


Three of the helicopters were 


shot down Thursday in various 
parts of the country. One Amer- 
ican was killed and four were 
wounded. 


Mortar Attacks 


The U.S. Command could of- 


fer no immediate explanation 
for the mounting aircraft losses. 
But other sources noted that the 
Communist command last Sun- 
day night sharply increased its 
rocket and mortar attacks up 
and down the country, hitting 
several American bases. The 
implication was that a number 
of helicopters and planes were 
destroyed on the ground. 


U.S. spokesmen have also 


said such losses are to be ex- 
pected because of the "enormi- 
ty" of the war with more than 
3,000 helicopters flying more 
than 100,000 troops a week and 
hauling more than 30 million 
pounds of cargo. 


Meanwhile, the U.S. Com- 


mand turned over two U.S. 
Coast Guard patrol boats to the 
South Vietnamese navy today, 
raising to 101 the total number 
of naval vessels transferred in 
the past year. 


The red and yellow colors of 


the Republic of Vietnam were 
raised aboard the Point League 
and the Point Garnet, two 82- 
foot cutters that had been in 
Vietnam since the summer of 
1966. They are two of the largest 
boats turned over to the Viet- 
namese so far. 


Before coming to Vietnam, 


the Point Garnet's home port 
was Norfolk, Va., and the Point 
League was based at Morgan 
City, La. 
The two boats were trans- 


ferred a day after President 
Nixon told the American people 
in his televised report on the 
war that the United States has 
"speeded up the strengthening 
of

Paris, Xuan Thuy, told the 
weekly session of the Vietnam 
peace talks that the plan is an 
attempt to conceal American in- 
tentions of continuing aggres- 
sion in Vietnam.

Here is the text of Supreme 
Court Justice Abe Fortas' 
letter to Chief Justice Earl 
Warren explaining his connec- 
tion w i t h jailed financier 
Louis Wolfson and announcing 
his r e s i g n a t i o n from the 
court: 


The Honorable Earl Warren 
Chief Justice 
Supreme Court of the United 
States, Washington, D.C. 20543 


My Dear Chief Justice: 


I am filing with you this 


memorandum with respect to 
my association with the Wolf- 
son Family Foundation, and a 
statement 
of 
the reasons 


which in my judgment indi- 
cate that I should resign in 
order that the Court may not 
continue to be subjected to 
extraneous stress which may 
adversely affect the perform- 
ance of its important func- 
tions. 


As you know, I have de- 


layed issuing a detailed report 
or announcing my decision 
until it could first be communi- 
cated to the members of the 
Court. In my judgment, this 
was the only proper course 
open to me as an associate 
justice of this court, because 
of the court's position as a 
s e p a r a t e and independent 
branch of the government 
under the Constitution. Be- 
cause of the court's recess, 
this report was not possible 
until yesterday. 


Securities Problems 


In the spring or summer of 


1965, before I was nominated 
as associate justice of the 
Supreme Court, my law firm 
represented New York Ship- 
building Corporation, a 
com- 


pany controlled by Mr. Louis 
E. Wolfson, with respect to 
various civil claims. Later in 
the summer of 1965, and also 
before my nomination, my 
firm 
was r e t a i n e d in 


connection with some securi- 
ties 
problems 
of Mernll- 


Chapman and Scott Corpora- 
tion, of which Mr. Wolfson 
was chairman of the board. 


I became acquainted with 


Mr. Wolfson and he told me 
about the Wolfson 
Family 


Foundation and his hopes and 
plans for it. He knew that its 
program—the improvement of 
community relations and the 
promotion of racial and relig- 
ious cooperation — concerned 
matters to which I had de- 
voted much time and atten- 
tion. 


Mr. Wolfson stated that he 


intended to increase the foun- 
dation's resources, and he 
hoped that the 
foundation 


might expand its work so as 
to make unique and basic 
contributions in its field. As 
we proceeded in our discus- 
sions, Mr. Wolfson suggested 
that he would like me to 
participate in and help shape 
the foundation's program and 
activitjes. T told him I was 
interested in these objectives 
and that I hoped we would 
continue our discussions. 


"Possibility" 


I became a member of the 


court in October, 1966. Shortly 
thereafter, Mr. Wolfson was 
in Washington and again con- 
ferred with me about the 
foundation's work and my 
possible association with it. I 
again indicated my interest in 
the foundation's program and 
in expanding its scope, and we 
discussed the possibility of my 
participating In the project on 
a long-term basis. Because of 


the nature of the work, there 
was no conflict between it and 
my judicial duties. It was 
then my opinion that the work 
of the court would leave me 
adequate time for the founda- 
tion assignments. 


The board of the foundation 


met in December 1965, and 
approved, by resolution, an 
agreement under which I was 
to perform services for the 
foundation. It was understood 
between us that the program 
in question was a long-range 
one and that my association 
would be meaningful only if it 
were on a long-term basis. The 
agreement, therefore, contem- 
plated that I would perform 
continuing services, and, in- 
stead of fixing variable com- 
pensation from time to time 
for work done, it provided 
that 1 would receive twenty 


thousand dollars per year for 
my life with arrangements for 
payment to Mrs. Fortas in the 
event of my death. 


Receives Check 


In January, 1966,.! received 


a check for twenty thousand 
dollars under the agreement, 
and began my association 
with the foundation. In June 
of that year I attended and 
participated in a meeting of 
the trustees of the founda- 
tion at Jacksonville, Florida. 
It is my recollection that Mr. 
Wolfson did not attend the 
meeting. I went from Jackson- 
ville to his farm at Ocala 
where I had an overnight 
visit, as I recall, with him and 
his family. 


Later, 
in June 
1966, I 


reached the decision that the 
continuing role in the founda- 
tion's work which our agree- 


ment contemplated should be 
terminated. There were two 
reasons for this decision: My 
work for the court was much 
heavier than I had anticipated 
and my idea of the amount of 
time I would have free for 
nonjudicial work had been a 
substantial over-estimate. I 
had also learned, shortly be- 
fore informing the foundation 
of my decision to terminate 
the arrangement, that the 
SEC had referred Mr. Wolf- 
son's file to the Department 
of Justice for consideration as 
to criminal prosecution. 


Cancels Agreement 


1 therefore wrote a letter to 


the foundation, addressed to 
its general counsel, dated 
June 21, 1966, canceling the 
agreement we had entered 
into, subject to completing the 
projects for the year. I rer 


cited as my reason only the 
burden of court work. 


In September *nd October 


of 1966, Mr. Louis E. Wolfson 
was i n d i c t e d on separate 
charges stemming from stock 
transactions, and in December 
1966, I returned to the founda- 
tion, in its entirety, the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars 
previously paid to me. I 
concluded that, because of the 
developments which had taken 
place, the services which I 
had p e r f o r m e d slkeuld be 
treated as a contribution to 
the foundation. 


Since becoming a member 


of the court, I have not, at 
any time, directly or indirect- 
ly, received any compensation 
from Mr. Wolfson or mem- 
bers of his family or any of 
his associates for advice, as- 
sistance or any reason what- 
ever, except the foundation 
fee which was returned. 


Since I became a member 


of the court, Mr. Wolfson on 
occasion would send me mate- 
rial relating to his problems, 
just as I think he did to many 
other people,, and on several 


occasions he mentioned them 
to me, but I have not inter- 
ceded or taken part in any 
legal, administrative or judi- 
cial matter affecting Mr. Wolf- 
son or anyone associated with 
him. 


"Duty lo Resign" 


It is my opinion, however, 


that the public controversy 
relating to my association 
with the foundaton is likely to 
continue and adversely affect 
the work and position of the 
court, absent my resignation. 
In these circumstances, it 
seems clear to me that it is 
not my duty to remain on the 
court, but rather to resign in 
the hope that this will enable 
the court to proceed with its 
v i t a l w o r k 
free 
from 


extraneous stress. 


There has been no wrong- 


doing on my part. There has 
been no default in the per- 
formance of my judicial du- 
ties in accordance with the 
high standards of the office 
I hold. So far as I am con- 
cerned, the welfare and maxi- 
mum 
effectiveness of the 


court to perform its critical

role in our system of govern- 
ment are factors that are 
paramount to all others. It is 
this c o n s i d e r a t i o n that 
prompts my r e s i g n a tion 
which, I hope, by terminating 
the public controversy, will 
permit the court to proceed 
with its work without the 
harassment 
of debate con- 


cerning one of its members. 


I have written a letter 


asking President 
Nixon 
to 


accept my resignation, effec- 
tive as of this date.

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County Jail Should be Closed 


Another tragi-comedy was acted out in 


the Outaganiie County Board room this 
week. It would have been funny if it hadn't 
been so sad. 


Here 
were our county 
supervisors 


standing up once more to argue about the 
decrepit county jail, the same decrepit 
county jail they have argued about for 10 
years. 


Here they were: Giving voice to the 


same old, parochial prejudices which they 
have been harboring all these 
years. 


Getting tangled up in their non-parliamen- 
tary procedure. Displaying their disregard 
for facts and logic. 


Then they voted down construction of a 


joint safety building with the City of 
Appleton. 


Perhaps the joint safety building was 


not the best solution to the county jail 
mess, though it certainly seemed to be. But 
the evidence shows that the joint building 
never really had a chance before the county 
board That is the galling part of it. 


Ironically, a supervisor who was ap- 


pointed to study the possibility of a joint 
building led the floor fight to kill it. 
"Appleton doesn't want it," Supv. Joseph 
DeBruin told the county board. Which just 
isn't true. City officials had consistently 
expressed a much stronger desire than the 
county to cooperate. 


But city officials began to lose interest a 


few weeks ago when it became evident that 
the county was trying to kill the proposal. 
When the county announced publicly that 
it would seek options from owners of the 
proposed site, the death knell already could 
be heard. That's when the city backed off. 


It was no surprise when estimated land 


costs came in at several times the assessed 
value of the property. The special commit- 
tee of county officials appointed to get 
options ignored county board instructions 
to get appraisals first. Instead it went right 
to the property owners and asked them 
how much they wanted. 


And now the county board is no further 


ahead than it was 10 years ago. 


Somewhere in its files it has a number 


of plans for remodeling the present jail, 
and for addition of a new jail to the 
building, though apparently some engineer- 
ing and planning reports are lost. All have 
been discussed to death. All are outdated. 
No one seems to know if any of them has 
ever been approved by the state Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Services. 


There are no valid facts and figures, as 


there were none when the county board 
voted on the joint safety building. There 
are or.ly the ghostly notions and opinions 
that have haunted the county jail issue for 
a decade. 


Seldom, through all of the haggling and 


stalling, has the county board considered 
the welfare of the adults and youths 
confined over the years in an inadequate 
and indecent jail. 


Now the county board must finally con- 


sider these prisoners. It may have to close 
the jail, or let the state close it when the 
condemnation order finally takes effect in 
mid-June. It seems too late now to salvage 
10 years of inaction. 


The board must set out to design a 


proper jail facility, through careful study 
and in consultation with the sheriff, the 
county Department of Social Services, and 
the criminal and juvenile courts. Many of 
these agencies have never been consulted 
about the jail. 


Consideration also must be given to the 


need for more court rooms and other space 
for law enforcement agencies. This process 
may well take more time than the month 
which the county has left. 


Meanwhile county taxpayers will just 


have to bear the burden of the county 
board's impotence to act, by paying to 
transport prisoners to jails in neighboring 
counties until a proper facility can be 
designed. 


Nixon's Talk Strong, but Conciliatory 


President Nixon made it more clear 


than ever Wednesday night that he intends 
to maintain his campaign promise to get us 
out of the war in Vietnam with an 
honorable peace, "a peace we can live with, 
a peace we can be proud of." It seems 
apparent that he believes that the war will 
not. and perhaps cannot be supported by 
the United States in the manner it has been 
conducted in the last year. 


It is not so much that he offered a great 


deal new — although the program that he 
suggested was more specific than in the 
past — as it is the emphasis of the speech. 
This emphasis includes the advance pub- 
licity from the White House that it would 
be a major policy speech on the war, and 
that he carefully read the speech, not his 
usual or easiest mode of delivery. The new 
emphasis includes his own statement that 
this might be "a critical turning point" to 
get the talks in Paris "off dead center." 


The talk was a conciliatory one. It 


seemed that the policy of the United States 
is to accept almost any settlement in 
Vietnam as long as there is a guaranteed 
fair process to permit the people of South 
Vietnam a free choice for their future 
government. The president said the United 
State? would accept neutrality for South 
Vietnam, a government in which all 
political elements were recognized, as long 
as they renounce force and intimidation, 
and reunification with the North. 


He repeated the statement of more than 


a year ago by his foreign policy advisor, Dr. 
Henry Kissinger, that the political settle- 
ment in South Vietnam should be an 
internal one, but that agreement on 
military withdrawal must be made between 
the United States and North Vietnam. 


This has all been said before. But 


President Nixon spelled out the possible 
process by specifying that mutual with- 
drawals could begin almost immediately 
and that most foreign troops could be out 
of South Vietnam within 12 months. He 
extended the Viet Cong's own proposal of 
supervision of such withdrawals by an 
international body by proposing the inter- 
national supervision of elections. His per- 
sonal statement about the war and the 
similarities he saw among the American. 
South and North Vietnamese boys who are 
fighting it was a departure from the 
viewpoint that all communists are ogres. 


The move is now up to the North 


Vietnamese and the Viet Cong to settle 
down to real bargaining in Paris and 
perhaps the time has come. It depends to 
some extent upon the opinion in Hanoi 
about the degree of opposition to the war 
in this country and whether the commu- 
nists believe they can get better terms if 
they hold out still longer. 


President Nixon once more said that we 


can not let down the people of South 
Vietnam and he intimated that our pa- 
tience is not eternal. But he can no more 
control the opposition in the United States 
than could his predecessor. 
His more 


conciliatory remarks possibly can modify 
that opposition, if Americans believe he is 
sincere. 


The president's proposals are fair ones. 


We hope they do not come a few years too 
late. If the stalemate continues much 
longer, the United States will have to face 
the alternatives which the president has 
ruled out — unilateral withdrawal or an 
effort for all-out military victory. Either 
one could have appalling consequences. 


Little Red School Idea Revived 


A system that comes right out of the 


little red schoolhouse of past years is 
having considerable success in a completely 
modern school program. 


In Portland, Ore., a project 
called 


"student team learning" has been intro- 
duced into much of the elementary system. 
It involves a class of upper graders 
planning, preparing and teaching certain 
lessons to younger children. The project is 
on a one-student-to-one-student basis and 
includes children of both age groups and of 
all academic variety. 


Similar programs have been used in 


poverty areas in which youngsters from 


better schools have come into the core area 
schools to tutor pupils. The Portland 
project, however, is based not solely on the 
need of the younger students, but upon the 
advantages to both. Administrators, teach- 
ers, parents and youngsters told a session 
of the National Education Association 
Department of Elementary School Princi- 
ples of its success. 


Actually this type of cooperation was 


one of the strong points of the rural one- 
room schools of the last century. The older 
students were expected to help instruct the 
younger and everybody profited.

A Wore/ Edgewise

Word has reached me from 


an extremely reliable source 
in the Deep South that at least 
one state university is about to 
undertake a dynamic course of 
innovation. Contingincy plans 
have been ready for some 
time, but action had to be held 
up until the U. S. Department 
of Health. Education and Wel- 
fare ruled on the Antioch 
College case. Antioch. it will 
be recalled, established an all- 
Negro black studies institute 
which came under consider- 
able criticism with demands 
that federal aid (amounting to 
roughly a million dollars) be 
cut off until racial segregation 
«as ended 


Now H. E. W. has approved 


of the Antioch arrangement, 
noting that when a white 
student is barred from the 
program, it is not done be- 
cause he is white but because 
he is not black.

With the green light from H.

It will be 
renamed the College of White 
Studies. 


Queried on whether this did 


not reintroduce racial segrega- 
tion, an admissions officer got 
quite irritated.

"All we are doing is recogniz- 
ing the relevance of cultural 
differences. The federal gov- 
ernment forced us to engage 
in white cultural imperialism, 
so for a decade now we have 
been t r y i n g to whitewash 
blacks.

While by the stan- 
dards of the white cultural 
establishment the faculty does 
not seem impressive, they 
more than compensate for 
their lack of academic creden- 
tials by their understanding of 
the Black Experience." 


Under questioning, the dean 


got somewhat irascible. A 
knowledgeable local reporter, 
for example, pressed him on 
the location of Malcolm X 
State College. It turned out to 
be the former Cross Creek 
Slate College, a segregated 
Negro school until the federal 
judge lowered the boom But 
the dean added that it was

Asked about 
library facilities, he accused 
his questioner of being "up- 
tight with Gutenbert," and 
emphasized the value of the 
oral tradition in African cul- 
ture. He flatly refused to reply 
to a question that indicated 
the state university system 
would save $500,000 a year by 
limiting the blacks to "soul 
food." 


My informant, who spent 


twenty years in the fight for 
civil rights in the 
South, 


confessed 
to being utterly 


baffled by this new emphasis 
on human dignity. 


"They seem so sincere," he 


wrote, "but when I went into 
the theater and found that the 
balcony w a s reserved for 
'Black Power,' I couldn't help 
but wonder."

resources have grown enor- 
mously. They now involve 
literally the interests of all the 
people of Wisconsin, not only 
those who know about shotgu- 
ns and dry flies and deer 
rifles. 


In forestry, in waters pro- 


tection and management, in 
landscape protection and beau- 
tification, in tourist enterprise 
development, in environmental 
conservation in general, this 
has become truly a people's 
agency, however much the fish 
and game clubs may regret 
and even resent the evolution. 


All of this does not mean 


that the "red shirt" interests 
are in peril. There is no need 
to worry on that score. It does 
mean that all of the resource 
interests are assured of sym- 
pathetic consideration of their 
viewpoints. In effect, it is a 
movement f o r democratiza- 
tion.

Tewn_ 
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County Jail Should be Closed 


Another tragi-comedy was acted out in 


the Outagamie County Board room this 
week. It would have been funny if it hadn't 
been so sad. 


Here 
were our county 
supervisors 


standing up once more to argue about the 
decrepit county jail, the same decrepit 
county jail they have argued about for 10 
years. 


Here they were: Giving voice to the 


same old, parochial prejudices which they 
have been 
harboring all these 
years. 


Getting tangled up in their non-parliamen- 
tary procedure. Displaying their disregard 
for facts and logic. 


Then they voted down construction of a 


joint safety building with the City of 
Apple ton. 


Perhaps the joint safety building was 


not the best solution to the county jail 
mess, though it certainly seemed to be. But 
the evidence shows that the joint building 
never really had a chance before the county 
board That is the galling part of it. 


Ironically, a supervisor who was ap- 


pointed to study the possibility of a joint 
building led the floor fight to kill it. 
"Appleton doesn't want it," Supv. Joseph 
DeBruin told the county board. Which just 
isn't true. City officials had consistently 
expressed a much stronger desire than the 
county to cooperate. 


But city officials began to lose interest a 


few weeks ago when it became evident that 
the county was trying to kill the proposal. 
When the county announced publicly that 
it would seek options from owners of the 
proposed site, the death knell already could 
be heard. That's when the city backed off. 


It was no surprise when estimated land 


costs came in at several times the assessed 
value of the property. The special commit- 
tee of county officials appointed to get 
options ignored county board instructions 
to get appraisals first. Instead it went right 
to the property owners and asked them 
how much they wanted. 


And now the county board is no further 


ahead than it was 10 years ago. 


Somewhere in its files it has a number 


of plans for remodeling the present jail, 
and for addition of a new jail to the 
building, though apparently some engineer- 
ing and planning reports are lost. All have 
been discussed to death. All are outdated. 
No one seems to know if any of them has 
ever been approved by the state Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Services. 


There are no valid facts and figures, as 


there were none when the county board 
\oted on the joint safety building. There 
are or.ly the ghostly notions and opinions 
that have haunted the county jail issue for 
a decade. 


Seldom, through all of the haggling and 


stalling, has the county board considered 
the welfare of the adults and youths 
confined over the years in an inadequate 
and indecent jail. 


Now the county board must finally con- 


sider these prisoners. It may have to close 
the jail, or let the state close it when the 
condemnation order finally takes effect in 
mid-June. It seems too late now to salvage 
10 years of inaction. 


The board must set out to design a 


proper jail facility, through careful study 
and in consultation with the sheriff, the 
county Department of Social Services, and 
the criminal and juvenile courts. Many of 
these agencies have never been consulted 
about the jail. 


Consideration also must be given to the 


need for more court rooms and other space 
for law enforcement agencies. This process 
may well take more time than the month 
which the county has left. 


Meanwhile county taxpayers will just 


have to bear the burden of the county 
board's impotence to act, by paying to 
transport prisoners to jails in neighboring 
counties until a proper facility can be 
designed. 


Nixon's Talk Strong, but Conciliatory 


President Nixon made it more clear 


than ever Wednesday night that he intends 
to maintain his campaign promise to get us 
out of the war in Vietnam with an 
honorable peace, "a peace we can live with, 
a peace we can be proud of." It seems 
apparent that he believes that the war will 
not. and perhaps cannot be supported by 
the United States in the manner it has been 
conducted in the last year. 


It is not so much that he offered a great 


deal new — although the program that he 
suggested was more specific than in the 
past — as it is the emphasis of the speech. 
This emphasis includes the advance pub- 
licity from the White House that it would 
be a major policy speech on the war, and 
that he carefully read the speech, not his 
usual or easiest mode of delivery. The new 
emphasis includes his own statement that 
this might be "a critical turning point" to 
get the talks in Paris "off dead center." 


The talk was a conciliatory one. It 


seemed that the policy of the United States 
is to accept almost any settlement in 
Vietnam as long as there is a guaranteed 
fair process to permit the people of South 
Vietnam a free choice for their future 
government. The president said the United 
State? would accept neutrality for South 
Vietnam, a government in which 
all 


political elements were recognized, as long 
as they renounce force and intimidation, 
and reunification with the North. 


He repeated the statement of more than 


a year ago by his foreign policy advisor. Dr. 
Henry Kissinger, that the political settle- 
ment in South Vietnam should be an 
internal 
one, but that agreement 
on 


military withdrawal must be made between 
the United States and North Vietnam. 


This has all been said before. But 


President Nixon spelled out the possible 
process by specifying that mutual with- 
drawals could begin almost immediately 
and that most foreign troops could be out 
of South Vietnam within 12 months. He 
extended the Viet Cong's own proposal of 
supervision of such withdrawals by an 
international body by proposing the inter- 
national supervision of elections. His per- 
sonal statement about the war and the 
similarities he saw among the American. 
South and North Vietnamese boys who are 
fighting it was a departure from 
the 


viewpoint that all communists are ogres. 


The move is now up to the North 


Vietnamese and the Viet Cong to settle 
down to real bargaining in Paris and 
perhaps the time has come. It depends to 
some extent upon the opinion in Hanoi 
about the degree of opposition to the war 
in this country and whether the commu- 
nists believe they can get better terms if 
they hold out still longer. 


President Nixon once more said that we 


can not let down the people of South 
Vietnam and he intimated that our pa- 
tience is not eternal. But he can no more 
control the opposition in the United States 
than could his predecessor. 
His more 


conciliatory remarks possibly can modify 
that opposition, if Americans believe he is 
sincere. 


The president's proposals are fair ones. 


We hope they do not come a few years too 
late. If the stalemate continues much 
longer, the United States will have to face 
the alternatives which the president has 
ruled out — unilateral withdrawal or an 
effort for all-out military victory. Either 
one could have appalling consequences. 


Little Red School Idea Revived 


A system that comes right out of the 


little red schoolhouse of past years is 
having considerable success in a completely 
modern school program. 


In Portland, 
Ore., a project 
called 


"student team learning" has been intro- 
duced into much of the elementary system. 
It involves a class of upper graders 
planning, preparing and teaching certain 
lessons to younger children. The project is 
on a one-student-to-one-sludent basis and 
includes children of both age groups and of 
all academic variety. 


Similar programs have been used in 


poverty areas in which youngsters from 


better schools have come into the core area 
schools to tutor pupils. The Portland 
project, however, is based not solely on the 
need of the younger students, but upon the 
advantages to both. Administrators, teach- 
ers, parents and youngsters told a session 
of 
the National Education Association 


Department of Elementary School Princi- 
ples of its success. 


Actually this type of cooperation was 


one of the strong points of the rural one- 
room schools of the last century. The older 
students were expected to help instruct the 
younger and everybody profited.

A Word* Edgewise 
Federal Ruling Leads University 
In South to Try Segregation Again

Word has reached me from 


an extremely reliable source 
in the Deep South that at least 
one state university is about to 
undertake a dynamic course of 
innovation. Contingincy plans 
have been ready for some 
time, but action had to be held 
up until the U. S. Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare ruled on the Antioch 
College case. Antioch. it will 
be recalled, established an all- 
Negro black studies institute 
which came under consider- 
able criticism with demands 
that federal aid (amounting to 
roughly a million dollars) be 
cut off until racial segregation 
nas ended 


Now H E. W has approved 


of the Antioch arrangement, 
noting that when a 
white 


student is barred from the 
program, it is not done be- 
cause he is white but because 
he is not black. That is, his 
experience in white society 
does not equip him with the 
n e c e s s a r y background for 
black studies.

It will be 
renamed the College of White 
Studies. 


Queried on whether this did 


not reintroduce racial segrega- 
tion, an admissions officer got 
quite irritated.

"All we are doing is recogniz- 
ing the relevance of cultural 
differences. The federal gov- 
ernment forced us to engage 
in white cultural imperialism, 
so for a decade now we have 
been t r y i n g to whitewash 
blacks.

Under questioning, the dean

It turned out to 
be the former Cross Creek 
Slate College, a segregated 
Negro school until the federal 
judge lowered the boom But 
the dean added that it was

Asked about 
library facilities, he accused 
his questioner of being "up- 
tight with Gutenbert," and 
emphasized the value of the 
oral tradition in African cul- 
ture. He flatly refused to reply 
to a question that indicated 
the state university system 
would save $500,000 a year by 
limiting the blacks to "soul 
food." 


My informant, who spent 


twenty years in the fight for 
civil rights in the 
South, 


confessed 
to being utterly 


baffled by this new emphasis 
on human dignity. 


"They seem so sincere," he 


wrote, "but when I went into 
the theater and found that the 
balcony w a s reserved for 
'Black Power,' I couldn't help 
but wonder."
